Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is drawn to method of treating hypertension in a subject in 
need thereof comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of allopurinol 
or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

BPAI Decision: From the teachings of Baldwin (US 4,058,614), and Baldwin (US 
4,032,522), it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of invention to employ the particular xanthine oxidase inhibitor allopurinol to treat 
hypertension. 

Thus, the present invention is unobvious over the prior art and claim 18 is 
allowed.
